This por- 
tion we call “light,” but it is not the 
only kind of radiation that will affect 
a photographic plate. Rays that we can 
detect only as “ heat’ have been pho- 


tographed successfuily. But, more than | 


this the waves that are sent out by a 
hody whose electrical ‘state is under- 
going rapid osvillation have recently 
been found to be of precisely the same 
character as these. Indeed it has been 
proved beyond reasonable doubt that or- 
dinary light is an electrical oscillatory 
phenomenon, only its oscillations are in- 
finitely faster than those obtainable 
from any electrical device yet invented. 
Yet the electrical waves, as we have 
them, will impress a photographie plate, 
and it is probably these that have been 
used by Prof. Rontgén. 

Last year Prof. Sanford, of Leland 
Stanford University, photographed a 
coin in total darkness by laying on It 
a sensitized photographie plate and send- 
ing from it a rapid oscillatory electric 
wave. His result would have been the 
same if he had placed between it and 
the plate a thin opaque sheet of some 
non-cenducior, a8 black glass, for the 
electric radiation will pass through non- 
conductors, while they are stopped by 
conductors. It enly remains to discov- 
er methods of affecting the plate at a 
suitable distance and the problem of

In fact, this 
is one reason why light is supposed to 
be merely a form of electric radiation, 
for good conductors of electricity, such 
as the metals, are, with scarcely an e 
ception, opaque to light. 5

LICENSE FOR DRINKERS. 

The Provisions ef a Temperance Measure 
futroduced in the iowa Legislature. 

: Among the extraordinary measures 
Introduced into the Iowa Assembly dur-

, provides that any person wisb- 
ing to indulge in intoxicating liquors 
Shall first procure a regular license 
from the municipal Government under 
which he lives before being allowed to 
buy at dram shops and saloons. The 
idea of the proposed law is to discour- 
age drunkenness by forcing drinkers to 
exhibit their desires in public and to 


disgust them by forcing them to show 
to the bartender a parchment with a 
green seal and blue ribbons before be- 
ing allowed to drink his rotion. 
Senator Perrin, introduced the bill. 
He represents a constituency which is 
earnestly in favor of prohibition. He 
himself is Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on the Suppression of Intemper- 
ance, and he voted for the mulct modi- 
fication of the State-wide prohibitory 
law two years ago. His introduction o 
the bill was a surprise to his friends. 
The bill provides that every person 
wishing to take a drink shall secure a 
license from the City Council of the 
city or town in which he lives. For such 
license City Councils are empowered to 
charge $2, the privileges conferred 
thereunder being extended for a period 
of twelve months by the provisions on 
the face of the license issued. 
The license shall be used to secure 
drink, which is to be consumed at a 
bar in the usual manner. The license 
1s not transferrable. Any relative over 
14 or any friend of the applicant for a 
license to drink may apply to the City 
Council and frotest against the issu- 
ance of the license. Saloon keepers shall 
not sell to any person not ving. a 
license, and for each sale to persons 
not having a license to drink, the sa- 
loon keeper shall be fined $10 and the 

cost of suit.

England Ceuld Summon Her Ferce From 
Every Peint— Her Adversaries Weald 
Be at @ Great Disadvantage—An Able 
AUtaority Expiaina the Sitaation.

It has just dawned 
governments of Europe that England, 
with her usual aptitude for forestalling 
her neighbors in securing possession of 
all the appliances necessary to success 


in warfare, has obtained control of nine- | 


tenths of the entire cable service of 
the world. ' 

In other words, at least nine-tenths 
of the submarine cable

event of war would be enormous. Quick 
concentration of forces is likely to be 
the first object of leaders in the next 
great conflict, and for this purpose the 
cable will be an all important aid. 
Should the strained relations between 
Germany and England result in the lat- 
ter country being embroiled in war 
With the great continental powers, 
England could in a-few hours cable her 
war ships all over the world to concen- 
trate to the defense of the empire or 
for an attack on German possessions. 
Not so Germany. England could in- 
tercept the messages or deliver them 
in any fashion she pleased in order to 


thwart the object intended by the Ger-| 


man government. 

The New York manager of one of 

the big cable companies who has made 
the cable service the study of his life, 
sums up the situation in this way: 
: “We will presume that Delagoa bay 
is the rendezvous of a German fleet. 
The fleet is hard pressed by English 
warships and the commander knows 
that nothing but prompt reinforcements 
can save him from destruction. The 
only quick means’Of reaching Germany, 
thousands of miles away, is by the big 
submarine rope that plunges

first at Delagoa bay, again at Mozam- 
bique on the east coast of Africa, trav- 
els under water at Zanzibar, and thence 
dives off to land once more at Aden, 
at the entrance to the Suez canal. 

“There is no need to trace its pro- 
gress further. Aden is a British pos- 
session and the urgent cable calls for 
aid that might have been directed to 
the kaiser’s government from Delagoa 
bay will fall into English hands. 

“If the message, on the other hand, 
had been an English one, there is noth- 
ing to satay its progress. At no point 
does the cable come anywhere near Ger- 
man territory. Through the Suez can- 
al to Port Said the message would flash 
undisturbed, thence to the British for- 
tress of Malta; from there to Gibral- 
tar, the British stronghold and impreg- 
nable.key to the Mediterranean, thence 
to Lisbon, the Portuguese capital 
(friendly to Great Britain), and from 
there direct to England. 

‘It would be useless for Germany to 
dispatch a vessel to the western coast of 
Africa, around which another cable, 
starting at the Congo travels to Eu- 
rope. The line lands in its progress to 
Cape Coast Castle, a British possession, 
from which the expedition to Ashan- 
tee recently started, and from there 
proceeds to Lisbon, to be united with 
the other line. The nearest cable apart 
from the two referred to is situated in 
South America, nearly 41,000 miles from 
Cape Colony, and it would take a week 
for the fastest vessel to reach it. 

“True, there is a telegraph line dir- 
ect to Berlin, overland, which starts 
from India, travels through Persia, 
around the north of the Black sea to 
Odessa in Russia, and thence over Aus- 
trian territory to Berlin. But the point 
on territory that is not English at 
which this line starts is thousands of 
miles from South Africa, and further- 
more, it is a line owned by

and worked by British operators. Its 
use to Germany would be very limited 
in the event of war. 

“With the possession of the cable, 
Great Britain can call in aid from any 
part of the world. We will presume 
that South Africa is in dire straits. 
London is informed by cable of the 
condition of affairs and immediately 
word is flashed to India to hurry rein- 
forcements to the spot. The same wire 
could convey the message to the Aus- 
tralian colonies. Gibraltar would be no- 


tified, and Aden warned to hoid troops 


in readiness. Instead of the fiery cross 
of afew centuries ago the lightning 


would be commanded by the British to 


flash the warning around the world 


calling the subjects of the queen to 
arms, 


‘*Many have called attention to the 
immense difference in the system by 
which the great game of war would be 
carried on in the future, as compared 
with the time of Wellington and Nel- 
zon, but the tremendous part that the 
cable would play in the conflict appears 
to have been perceived only by the as- 
tute and far seeing Britishers, who 
have ¢. d the situation in their us- 
ual complete and long-reaching man- 


ner. : 
“It may be suggested that hostile 
war ships could locate, fish up. _and 
cut the cable, thus placing the British 
on the same terms as themselves. It 
has even been suggested that thecable 
could be ‘ tapped’ in the ocean and mis- 
leading messages sent. This is within 
the bounds of possibility certainly, but 
it is a rather remote possibility. When 
the company has occasion to mend the 
cable it is only by careful study of the 
latitude and longitude of the big rope’s 
ition under the waves that it can 
ee iocated by our own skilled men.

| SLEPT AMONG SNAKES. 


Blanket Full ef Rattlers, 


“When I was collecting specimens of 
| Plants and animals in Zacatecas,” says 
| the noted Doctor Maximilien Schumann, 


“I had an experience with rattle snakes 
om came near being the death of me.” 


“I*had gone a day’s journey on horse- 
| back from the city of Zacatecas to the 
| southeast to examine some old Toltec 
pon there. They are known as the 
Quemada ruins. They are very exten- 
|sive. I got there late at night I had 
shot a couple of doe on the way, and 


a thrown them across my pack -ani- 
mal. 2 

"On my arrival within the ruins I 
lit a fire to get my supper, after which 
I spread my blankets and lay down. 
i In the morning when I woke up I threw 
{my hand outside of the blanket and 
;it almost touched a big poisonous rat- 
j tlesnake. I escaped by 
: chance. 

“Looking towards my feet, what was 
| my astonishment to see rattlesnakes all 
| over the blankets. There were no less 
'than six of them, besides the one that 

had so narrowly missed my hand. 

| “The reptiles were not the crotalus 
| horridus or diamond crotalus, but the 
|crotalus milarius, found in the hot re- 
| gions. They are very poisonous. When 
{I had lit my fire in the evening I 
could not see the snakes, which, I pre- 
sume, had crept along the walls. The 
altitude of ‘Zacatecas and the old ruins 
is between 7,000 and 8,000 feet, and it 
| gets quite cold at nicht. 

“My fire was undoubtedly what at- 
tracted them. When they got out to- 
ward it they found my bed, and dis- 
cerning the warm blankets crawled up 
on them and went to sleep. I have 
always thought it was almost miracu- 
lous that | escaped being bitten. As 
iI did not want the snakes, having al- 
ready all I wanted, [ killed them and 
nailed them all to the adobe wall, with 
| my card on each. 

“The lizards and other reptiles which 
I got there I salted away in casks and 
forwarded to Europe. It is a general 
belief among the Indians that if one 
is bitten by a rattlesnake all he has 
to do to prevent fatality is to eat the 
snake. But I never discovered any vir- 
tue in this. The best remedy is to im- 
mediately binda thong above the 


Then cut an incision be- 
low the wound and squeeze out as 
much blood as possible. ‘Then, if to 
the wound is made an application of 
potash, or any alkali, there is almost 
no danger. 

“I got the best collection of reptiles 
from Mexico and forwarded them to 
Europe that has ever been seen there. 
The rattlesnakes were so plentiful that 
they could be seen by thousands and 
thousands.

Golden Hints for the Oculist. 


Dr. G. Sterling Ryerson has grouped 
together a few of the admonitions by 
which it is sought from time to time to 
warn the public against fritting away 
their eyesight. He says: Don’t readin 
railway trains, or in vehicles in mo 
tion ; don’t read by firelight, moonlight, 
or twilight, or by a flickering gaslight, 
or candlelight ; don't read books print- 
ed on thin paper, or books which have 
no space between the lines;-don't read 
for more than fifty minutes without 
stopping, whether the eyes. are tired 
or not; don’t hold the reading close to 
the eyes; don’t study at night, but in 
the morning when you are fresh; don’t 
select your own glasses at the outset. 
Dr. Ryerson explains that reading ly- 
ing down tends to increase the strain 
on the accommodation, and reading 
‘while traveling tires the ciliary muscle 
because of the too frequent adjustment 
of the focus. In short, anything which 
tends to increase the quantity of bloo 
in the organ favors the increase of the 
defect, leading in extreme cases to de- 
tachment of the retina and blindness.

Authorities. 

The police authorities of Scotland Yard 
are congratulating themselves on the 
remarkable absence of crime which has 
prevailed in the metropolis during the 
past year. The annual: police report 
shows that London, in its freedom from 
the effects of law-breakers, has made 
a record which may well be envied by 
the governments of all large cities. One 
of the chief officials at Scotland Yard 
stated to a representative of the press: 

“The 
demic of crime in London is due to the 
fact that the police authorities adopt 
the maxim of ‘An ounce of prevention 
is wortha pound of cure.’ In fact, since 
the ‘Jack the Ripper’ scare there has 
been nothing of a nature which has 
caused the department any great anxi- 
ety. True, in so large a place as Lon- 
don there will always be daring crimes 
committed; but the police pride them- 
selves that the tactics applied by a 
famous detective in New York—that of 
knowing the whereabout of all the 
leading criminals—applies with equal 
effect to London.”

How to Make Bread. 


To the Editor of Tue Times. 


Dear Sir :—Thinking that it may 
benefit eome people in ard around 
Mouse Jaw, I herewith send you, for 
pubtication, Mrs. H.’s recepe of yeast to 
bake bread in five hours : 


Pare 12 medium-sized potatoes and 
in sufficient water to keep them well 
covered. While they are cooking take 
one pint of flour, } teacup of salt, 1 
teacup of snyar. Wet with enough 
cold water to make a smooth paste. 
Pour over it 2 quarts of boiling water 
and cook it till it looks clear like starch. 
Pass through a colander intoa 2 gallon 
jar. When the potatoes are well dene, 
pass through the colander, also the 
water in which they were boiled ; _ fill 
the jar with lukewarm water to within 
n finger’s length of the top. When 
this mixture is yet lukewarm stir in 4 
dried yeast cakes, which have been 
previously dissolved, and set in a warm 
place to rise. When a _ thick white 
scum rises to the top it is ready for 
use. Cover and set away in a cool 
dark place. Directions for using: To 
four three-pint basin loaves take three 
pints of the yeast, no other wetting, 
stir-in # batter, and in an hour it wiil 
be light enough to mould into loaves. 
In winter I always warm the flour ; in 
summer it is not necessary.
